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Man who shot Officer 
Jerry Philpot found 


dead in prison cell

The man sentenced to life in prison for 

killing Detroit Police Officer Jerry Philpot 

with an AK 47-like 
& assault rifle in a gang- 
x related shooting in 
Detroit in 1995 was 
found dead in his cell 
June 21. 

Scott Lee Younes, 
now 37, was found 
lying face-down in his 
cell and medical personnel were unable to 
revive him. At last report the cause of death 
was unknown and his family had requested 
an autopsy. 

On May 25, 1995, Detroit Police Officer 
Jerry Philpot, 28, was killed in the line of 
duty in Southwest Detroit. Younes, 18, a 
reputed member of the Latin Counts gang, 
was convicted of shooting him with an 
AK-47 assault rifle. 

Officer Philpot had ties to the Belleville 
area and had worked part time as a police 
officer for Van Buren Township for a year 
and two months, in 1991-92, while he was 
laid off from the Detroit 
Police Department. > 

When he was called ( \ 
back from layoff he | 
went back to his job in F ~ ‘er 
Detroit. 

Officer Philpot was | 
buried at Belleville’s 
Hillside Cemetery and 
a huge contingent of 
police mourners came to Belleville for the 
burial. It was called the biggest funeral 
ever in Belleville and involved more than 
500 cars. 

The procession on May 30, 1995 reached 
from Wayne Road on I-94 to the I-94 S. 
Service Drive and Denton Road as it 
headed toward Hillside Cemetery. Cars

Wayne Co Prosecutor’s Office taking 
its time on high-profile police case

Gregory Laurain, Van Buren Township 
Director of Public Safety, said last week 
that the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
is taking its time with the high-profile 

warrant being sought by his department. 
Director Laurain said whenever a police 
officer is involved it is a high-profile case. 
Romulus Police Officer David Brooks has 
been suspended while charges against him 
are being considered by the Prosecutor’s 
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Office. 

Director Laurain said the Prosecutor’s 
Office is short on prosecutors and has other 
high-priority cases. 

“They’re going to take their time,” he 
said, noting at that time it had been three 
weeks since VBT asked for a warrant. 

Laurain said when a police officer is 
involved an assistant prosecutor makes a 
determination on a warrant and then that is 
reviewed by a supervisor and, eventually, 
by Prosecutor Kym Worthy herself. 

Off-duty Officer Brooks, a Van Buren 
Township resident, was stopped May 29 
by VBT police in response to a road rage 
report. After investigation, a week later on 
June 5, VBT police requested a warrant for

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Sumpter OKs first reading of 
ordinance on provisionary centers

At its regular meeting June 24, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
approved the first reading of an ordinance 
to establish the lawful use of Medical 
Marijuana Provisioning Centers. 

This is the general ordinance that will 
be paired with a zoning ordinance on the 
subject being prepared by the planning 
commission. 

Attorney Rob Young explained that the 
ordinances will work to try to control the 
dispensing of medical marijuana. 

It will allow the police to regulate the 
centers and to limit those locations. 

Young said the state government is 
leaving management of the centers to local 
municipalities. 

As to other communities, “A lot of people 
had thrown their hands up and said willy- 
nilly, do what you want,” Young said. 

Sumpter is trying to set up rules to regulate 
the local provisioning centers which are 
legal under state law. 

He said there will be some modifications 
to the general ordinance being presented 
that evening. He said the zoning ordinance 
being prepared by the planning commission 
on the subject will have a public hearing at 
7:05 p.m., Aug. 14. 

Young said the general ordinance will 
be brought back for its second reading and 
final adoption after the public hearing on 
the zoning ordinance. 

In other business at the June 24 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved with regrets the retirement 
of Rodney Wiley from the fire department 
after 13 years of service. A plaque will be 
presented in about a month; 

e Approved the requested leave of 
absence for fire fighter James Talbert to 
attend college. Talbert has been offered a 
scholarship in Pennsylvania to go to school 
to be a police officer. He will return to 
Sumpter in January; 

e Approved a resolution on the merging of 
Comcast and the name change to Midwest 
Cable, Inc., as part of the merger. Sumpter 
is a Franchise Authority of Comcast’s local 
franchise; 

e Heard Trustee Donnie Swinson announce 
that Parks and Recreation’s annual Family 
Fun Day will be held from noon to 3 p.m. 
at Graham Park; 

e Agreed to amend the fast-track agreement 
with Carleton Farms landfill to require any 
new construction to use the new synthetic 
liner that has been developed. The current 
agreement carries a liner requirement that 
is 25 years old, Young said, adding this 
amendment is prophylactic in nature and 


there have been no problems with the 
landfill; 

e Heard Mary Ban ask about the number 
of fire fighters on hand, since fire fighters 
continue to resign and move out of the 
township. Fire Chief Joe Januszyk said he 
still has 25 and they are recruiting new fire 
fighters; 

e Heard Ban say the proposed lease 
agreement from the Belleville Area District 
Library Board for space in the community 
center for a satellite library is “not worth the 
paper it’s written on.” Young said Trustees 
Alan Bates and William Hamm will be 
sitting down with him on the following 
Thursday to study the lease; 

e Heard Ban mention that the lease 
agreement proposes $1 for 30 years to 
be paid by the library to Sumpter. She 
said Head Start paid $17,000 a year for 
that space. Young said the library will 
be participating in the cost of utilities, 
which Head Start didn’t. Treasurer John 
Morgan said the former school building 
was scheduled for demolition 25 years ago 
and the township talked to the school board 
and got the building. “A 30-year lease on 
that building and it won’t last 30 years,” 
Morgan said. “That’s how little thought 
they put into the subject.” 

e Heard Sharon Douglas warn the 
township about what would happen to the 
township environment if Savoy Energy 
proceeds with its planned drilling for oil 
and gas. “We are committed to preserving 
our environment,” said Treasurer Morgan. 
“Those things we control, we'll do 
everything we can”; and 

e Heard State Rep. LaVoy report on 
business in Lansing, including a 5.3% 
increase in Sumpter’s state shared revenue, 
if the governor signs the new bill. He said 
the cities and villages in the state will get 
an average of 2.5% increase.

VBT has no business on workshop 
agenda; goes into closed-door session

e An attorney-client opinion letter on 
litigation pursuant to Open Meeting Act 
Section 8(h); and

The five-member board provides financial 
and technical assistance through public and 
private partnerships to create and preserve 
safe, affordable housing. It also engages 
community economic development 
activities, addresses homeless issues 


and develops vibrant cities, towns and 
villages. 

Hamilton is the owner of Hamilton 
Productions where he serves as a disc 
jockey for weddings and events as well 
as provides musical therapy for nursing 
homes. He previously served as a darkroom 
technician. Hamilton volunteers at the 
Detroit Medical Center playing music for 
patients, something he has done for more 
than 25 years. He will continue to serve as 
the resident member. 


e An attorney opinion letter and 
recommendation on the Waste 
Management demolition waste product 
proposal. The board had been asked by 
Waste Management at a recent work/study 
session to give WM an answer by the end 
of the month on whether it will accept a 
reduced tipping fee for its special project 
of disposing of the waste from homes being 
demolished in Detroit. 

As to the first attorney opinion letter to be 
discussed under Section 8(h), the Michigan 
Open Meeting Act’s Section 8 reads “A 
public body may meet in a closed session 
only for the following purposes: ... (h) to 
consider material exempt from discussion 
or disclosure by state or federal statute...” 

The hotline attorney for the Michigan 
Press Association, Joseph Richotte of 
Butzel Long law firm, explained to the 
Independent: “Written legal opinions are 
protected by the attorney-client privilege, 
and FOIA (the Freedom of Information Act) 
exempts attorney-client privileged material 
from disclosure. MCL 15.243(1)(g). Thus, 
the document the trustees were going into 
closed session to discuss was ‘material 
exempt from . . . disclosure by state . . . 
statute.’ ”

I am writing in support of the proposed 
Belleville area library. Our family, 


including our grandchildren, has used the 
library for over 30 years. 

Although there is a great library staff, we 
see the physical inadequacies of the present 
library. The possibility of a new, improved, 
and larger library, as well as a branch 
library in Sumpter Township, I believe will 
certainly be an embellishment for all of our 
communities. 

With the new proposed library just 
north of the city of Belleville there will 
be more space for books, materials, larger 
community meeting rooms, study rooms, 
expanded computer lab, with computer 
classes being offered at the main library as 
well as the Sumpter Library. The budget 
for books and other materials will be 
doubled. There will be greatly increased 
programming for our children, teens, and 
adults -- and the main library will be open 
seven days a week! 

How will this affect your budget and 
my budget? First, the average millage rate 
to pay off the bond for constructing and 
equipping the new library would be 0.96 
mils. Second, the increase in the millage 
for operating the library would be 1.00 mils 
(added to our present millage of 0.70 mils). 
The combined cost of the bond millage 
and the increase in the operating millage 
would therefore be 1.96 mils. To find out 
the increase in your tax bill, multiply your 
home’s taxable value by 0.00196. For a 
home worth $150,000 and having a taxable 
value of $75,000, this would average $147 
a year. 

Being retired and on a fixed income any 
increase will affect us as well; however, 
we are proud of our community and we 
believe that the proposed library will 
certainly be an asset for everyone. Please 
vote on Aug. 5.

turned into the cemetery at 1 p.m., led by 
the Michigan State Police. At 1:03 p.m. the 
police radio crackled with condolences for 
the family from those officers on duty who 
were unable to attend the funeral. 

Mourners’ cars that were unable to park 
in the cemetery parked three abreast on 
Denton Road. 

Motorists reported a 20-minute wait after 
the brief service while police cars exited 
Denton Road onto Main Street, heading 
north over the bridge. 

The late George Heifner covered the 
funeral for the Independent and took many 
pictures for the local story. 

Officer Philpot was born in Dearborn 
and graduated from Henry Ford High 
School in 1984 and the Michigan Christian 
College in Rochester in 1986. He served in 
the Army for two years, then attended the 
police academy, joining the Detroit force 
in 1989.

After a preliminary 

Dauwan Smith exam on June 25 before 
34" District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley, 
Judge Oakley ruled the prosecutor had 
fulfilled his burden of proof and there was 
probable cause to bind Smith over to the 
higher court. 

Smith’s bond of $250,000 or 10% was 
continued on Chop Shop charges and 
receiving and concealing stolen property. 

But, bond wasn’t a problem, since Smith 
was brought to court in prison garb by 
two Michigan Department of Corrections 
officers. He already was on a hold for 
violation of probation. 

Smith’s court-appointed attorney was 
David Lankford and the special prosecutor 
was John Johnson. 

Michigan State Police Trooper Ben 
Sonstrom was the first witness. He testified 
that he pulled over a small U-Haul box truck 
going westbound on I-94 near Rawsonville 
Road in Van Buren Township. 

He said it was a traffic stop, with the truck 
going 75 mph in a 70 mph zone. He said he 
was in his MSP uniform in a marked MSP 
car. He said he noticed a red fluid dripping 
down from the back of the rollup door. 

He testified that he took the driver back to 
his MSP vehicle and made contact with the 
passenger, Smith, who had dirty clothes

and dirty and greasy hands. 

Trooper Sonstrom called for backup. 
He found the driver did not have a valid 
driver’s license. He said they found a bunch 
of car parts in the back of the U-Haul, tires, 
and an engine or transmission. 

He said they took both the driver and 
passenger into custody, towed the vehicle, 
and contacted the Southeast Auto Theft 
Team. 

Sonstrom testified there were parts and 
tools in the back and saw blades in the front, 
from a reciprocating saw or Sawzall. 

On cross-examination by Lankford, 
Sonstrom said they could not find a key 
for the padlock on the back of the truck, so 
they cut it open with a bolt cutter. 

Sonstrom testified he didn’t know how 
long Smith was in the vehicle, but Smith 
told him he was just out for a ride with his 
friend. 

Sonstrom said he contacted a person 
at U-Haul and found that Smith didn’t 
rent the truck and it was rented by Bobby 
Drennan. Lankford said, speaking of the 
man at U-Hall, “He told you about it and 
Smith never came up,” and Sonstrom said 
that was true. 

The second witness was MSP Trooper 
Brian Ball, with the Motor Carrier 
Enforcement Division. He testified that 
he came to assist Trooper Sonstrom on 
westbound I-94 near Rawsonville. He said 
he put Smith in his patrol car. He patted 
down Smith for weapons and found none. 

Trooper Ball, too, described Smith as 
having dirty hands and clothes. 

After transporting Smith back to the 
post, he emptied the suspect’s pockets and 
found a chrome socket in his front pants. 
He turned everything in the pockets over 
to Det. Lt. Ray Collins of the Southeast 
Michigan Auto Theft Team. 

Det./Lt. Collins was the third witness. 
He said he was called to state police 
headquarters to investigate the case and 
looked at the interior of the cab and saw 
the blades.

He said there was oil all over the step 
going into the cargo area and he had to be 
careful climbing up. 

Det/Lt. Collins testified that inside the 
cargo area were a Ford engine, transmission, 
all three interior seats, five wheels (4 tires 
and a spare), a PCM (brain) all for a Ford 
truck. There also was a large bag of tools 
and a cherry picker. 

All the parts were for the same Ford 
truck, a 2014 F-150 truck, reported stolen 
the previous day by U-Haul. 

Judge Oakley clarified that the pickup in 
pieces in the U-Haul truck was owned by 
U-Haul and reported missing by them. 

Collins said Mr. Robinson was the driver 
and neither he nor Smith had permission to 
be using the U-Haul truck. 

When the prosecutor asked the value of 
the parts in the cargo hold, Collins checked 
his written report and said the engine was 
worth $6,100, the transmission $5,100, the 
power train control module $725, tires and 
rims $2,100... 

Defense attorney Lankford interrupted 
the report saying defense would stipulate 
the parts were worth more than $1,000 
total. 

Lankford pointed out the socket in 
Smith’s pocket was 11 mm, about half an 
inch in size, and Collins said that was so, 
but several other similar sockets were in 
the toolbag in back with the same wording 
engraved on them. 

Prosecutor Johnson summarized his 
evidence against Smith: a stolen U-Haul, 
stolen parts, greasy, dirty, and socket in 
pocket. 

Judge Oakley ruled Smith bound over to 
circuit court. 

Court records show that Smith has a 
history of more than a dozen convictions 
involving stolen vehicles and a 1988 
conviction for escape from prison.

Sgt. Beesley’s family moves into their new free home in VBT

On Monday afternoon, officials from Van 
Buren Township and a crowd of other well- 
wishers welcomed Sgt. Todd Beesely, his 
wife Jennifer, and their six children into 
their new, mortgage-free home at 7114 
Belle Pointe Drive. 

After her welcoming remarks, VBT 
Supervisor Linda Combs said the family 
should let the township know if they have 
any problems and, “We hope you stay a 
long time.” 

Also on hand were Sr. Vice President 
and Regional Sales Executive of Bank of 
America Mark Stevens. He said in 2012 
his bank had pledged to turn around 1,000 
foreclosed properties and they hit that goal 
in early June. 

Keisha Sanders, chief operating officer of 
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National Faith Home Buyers, was present 
to tell how they helped get the home for the 
Beesley family to offer them a hand up. 

Bob Miller of National Faith had the idea 
to give a veteran a home and they worked 
with Bank of America’s veterans’ program. 
There were lots of people involved in 
making the Beesleys’ home a reality for 
them, including a veteran who drove 
up from Peoria three or four times to do 
special woodworking on the cabinets in the 
house. The finish was still drying when the 
house was turned over to the family. 

Also on hand to say a few words were 
Kevin Kelley, director of Wayne County’s 
Department of Senior and Veteran Services, 
and T.F. Sclielein, Sr., 1* Sgt /USMC (ret), 
division director of the county’s Veterans 
Services. 

The gift of the home was announced 
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the day after Christmas at half time at the 
Little Caesar’s Pizza Bowl at Ford Field in 
Detroit. The servicemen thought they were 
on the field just to say hi to the crowd and 
hand over the game ball. 

But what happened was a complete 
surprise and Sgt. Beesley said, “When they 
announced that, I literally thought I could 
have passed out.” 

The Beesleys didn’t want to move their 
family from Flat Rock to Belleville until 
their son Todd, Jr. had graduated from high 
school, so June 30 was the day set for the 
move-in. 

Beesley and his wife Jennifer have six 
children: Todd, Jr., 17; Kyle, 15; Ashley, 
12; Collin, 10; Jayden, 2; and Jayce, 1. 

The family ran out of room in its modular 
home in Flat Rock. The living room was 
Jayden’s bedroom and the den was a 
nursery. 

Also receiving a new home, this one in 
Detroit, were Army Lt. Anthony Ashford 
and his wife and family of Detroit. 
Lt. Ashford lost his health-care job in 
September and was struggling to pay the 
rent. Now he has a house to share with his 
wife Kaprina and three sons. 

Dina Harris with National Faith was 
unable to be on hand Monday, but after 
the surprise announcement on Dec. 26 
she said, “The homes that they are getting 
are beautiful and it’s going to give them a 
hand up that they much deserve. For these 
married veterans with children, it means 
they can provide a better life for their 
families.” 

The Beesley’s home in VBT was worth 
$235,900 when it was new in 2005. It went 
into foreclosure in December, 2012.
